.approved it novas on to the.jSouncil of Ministers, tho can grant citizenship on 
the ground that this actionals beneficial to the national interest. All appli- 
cations dear through the Minister of the Interior and pass over >C 3 ‘ 

desk for security scrutiny. 

b. If the candidate has resided here for ten years or sore, he 
files an application for eitlsenahip at the office of the bandesbauptaaann, who 
has the authority to grant or deny this request without further clearance on 
a higher level. 

c. If the individual has resided here from four to ten years 
he files an application with the Landeshauptaann, and if it Is approved it goes 
to the Minister of Ulterior, who is authorized to grant or deny the request, 
as he sees fit. 

3. We assume. that GROSSBAHH fits into Category "c* and if this is . 

the case, it vill be necessary to dear his application through the Salzburg 
Landeshauptsmnnschaft and have it sent to Vienna vhen z~ .3 ' is avay 

from his desk (i.e., summer vacation in August-September) and trust that he 
doesn't have a black flag on CBOSSBAHJJ’ s file card vhich indicates that all 
inquiries on the individual are to be called to C- -3 ' s personal 

attention.
